many championships in a variety of sports. 
The class also established a fine academic 
record, with a good class scholastic standing 
and numbering among its members several 
outstanding students. 

The most remarkable achievements of 
these January Thirty-Niners, however, were 
in the field of politics. Never before in the 
history of Vallejo High School has any Janu¬ 
ary class played an active part in the political 
affairs of the student-body. From the first 
they maintained an interest in such matters 
and through unity and cooperation made 
their small number count in securing able 
and intelligent delegates in many branches 
of the school-community. 

As the class members entered their final 
year, reaching the peak of high school ambi¬ 
tion, and donning the authority and dignity 
that mark Seniors, their inherent love of in¬ 
dependence reached its culmination. Through 
one of the finest, most liberal and able school 
administrations in California, it happened 
that upon their capable shoulders there fell 
the signal honor of being the first January 
graduating class in Vallejo High history. 
They became a distinct unit, separating 
themselves from the June class with regret, 
but nonetheless resolved that they would lead 
the way and become pioneers in a unique 
manner.
